Our 
army which was much iaferior to that of the Aaflrians, 
loft fome ground, It retreated from: Sulgna and Aulen- 
dorff to Pefulendorff and Mefkiruh; and on the 2end, 
the head quarters were transferred to Stockach, and after- 
wards to Eugen, The centre of the army took a new po- 
fition between that town and Stockach and encamped in 
the environs of Aach. The leit wing, which bas equally 
lofi ground, was pofled between Sigmaringen and Tutlin- 
geo. The body commanded by Gen Vandame, which 
was 10 advance to the left bank of the Danube, drew acar 
to that river on the eed, and effected a junttion with the 
divifion of Gep.
